Subject 
tthoved up fifteen ainutes late, just no I w&e about to leave the meeting area. 

2. The oe 11 afforded an opportunity to get etlll another read in* on the 
Soviet Studies Group* In addition to those already obtained fro* r*. Z? fZ -C3 
et ml. Subject, as secretary for the SSF and (as it turned oat) a former chairmen 
of It, had of course an intimate knowledge of lie workings and background. The 
following paragraph* outline her own version of the past and present situation. 

3. There has been a long-standing feud between KAJJU9S and StRDAL oonceming 
political questions which has beoooe a very personal thing . MfRDAL has been 
strongly opposed to the se*i-offioial obair of Sovietology in the University of 
Stockholm, and managed, In late 1962, to change lie entire character by substituting 
Yuriy *BQRYS for KAUJIKS ac head of it. 3 0\YS also took over all the instruction 
previously carried out by 12 experts In the fields of Soviet aoano«$y, agriculture, 
history etc*, with a resultant loss in quality in each, ke of the academic 

year 1963-64, the chair hue been totally eliminated at the University of Stockholm. 
Because the field of Sovietology is not recognised as a formal study discipline, 
the "ohair" did not hold the name position of respect accorded to other disciplines. 
It was for this reason that bGBYS was able to take it over, since on pc^or 
Sovietology was carried as & sort of administrative annex (as opposed to^eduoation) 
on the €hiverelty 9 s rolls, and BQRYS himself is not permitted to teach in Sweden 
because of the low grade (3) he obtained on his dootorol thesis. He could, horever, 
he in charge of an "administrative section " which actually involved teaching, the 
best hs could hops to accomplish given his qualifications. Bov that the "chair* 

Is being abolished 30KYS is in a sticky position, and according to the latest 
report! 1* snif fing around for another jots in the Oo, The total abolition of 
the chair of Sovietology le also supposed to be the ro salt of KTKML’s pressure, 
and is sosomed to have been his goal all along, with 30RXS playing the unenviable 
role of temporary pawn to be sacrificed at the propitious moment. 



4* Shea the Soviet Studies Group was banned from university premise* in 
late 1962, it con tinned to operate outside. KtUJINS resigned at obairuan at 
this tine because he did not vent to becoa» a focus of controversy, and because 
be did wish to have the group reinstated in the university, respite his resignation 
and the election of -ATTSAr^G to take hie place, there vss no change in the 
university 1 s attitude. At the next ann^l meeting XAiaitfS will probably ooee up 
for ro~« lection as ebai man . Meanwhile Vi'ATTRABG is carrying on ss a rather 
passive chairman, wZiile underneath there is a strung fight among the other 
committee members# Subject, JCLITS, IRXSUB, and SGHDBSHG. Basioally this comes 
deen to a fight between Subject end i&LITS, who manage to differ on almost every 
issue. DIDEH tries to spread oil on the water, while 5T3KTBERG plays an equivocal 
role. 

3. 3efore the next annual aueting there will be a neoting of an election 
committee, whioh will nominate candidate* for each poet. The only name Subject 
could remember was that of iTofeseor POOM, bat she promised to £,et the names of 
the others if I was interested. Obviously the election committee enjoys fairly 
strong powers, and the regulations of the society stete that the elections are 
valid if 79^ of those present at the annual meeting ca»<t their vote. 



6, The fight between Subject and MI CITS has tsken eavarfcl forms, though not 
all of these wore explained by Subject. Suffice it to say that Subject considers 
hin to be too much of an Agit-r*rop type, and on one occasion, when ebe learned 
thnt he had been naoed in the preaa &s an "agent" and hod mentioned this to others 
ha hs-d threatened her with a libol suit.

3 • The Slavic library which Subject beads has also fallen on bard times, 
with a total budget of 17,000 kroner for paying all administrative expenses and 
b tying books as sell* The board of the library consists of KALBIRS, ike BILSSCi, 
Prof. ABUMAA, and one (Jhu) SJOSSBG* Tith AHU3UAA afraid to buck KTRUAS, HILSfOS 
supporting WTUGAL, SJOTESG not paying much heed one way or another, the library

Xn tbs pa** year only 500 kroner were left over for buying vorko on 0 on temporary 
Soviet Ilfs* Subject was quite bitter over the roles played by SfTBDAL, BILSSCB, 
TIEAB, et al in destroying the fabric cf Soviet 0 todies in Sweden. openly 
referred to tCHDAS as a Soviet sympathizer, while the rest he treated with a 
kind of pained disgust* 

4* In January new election* will be held for the Soviet Studies Group, 
and Subject expects to be elected Chairman, replacing V ATTAR C' . Goring the 
summer of 1964 Subject plans to go to Boston for « thro a month tour ae guest of 
the Harvard Slavic Institute* This period will also mark hie forced retirement 
from Stockholm University because of age, though he still plans to remain active 
in vkii varsity affairs to whatever extent he can* 

5* Regarding the Bee v m Fund Grant, Subject said that it was still Intact , 
but that the f Jurat o .rpeno.it are was being ztade for having Profs asor Jfc'ISSfiO cone 
up from Germany to lecture at the foreign Policy Institute on 11 October. This 
would be followed by SHAPIRO freo Sondon, who would oobq in Hoveaber. 3ubj*ot 
made a few brend ‘tints that anything that could be done from HBFIRCK to finance 
the Group would meet with a great deal of appreciation, and there was the faint 
implication that the Beacon donation was not exactly a private contributit-u. This 
was not put in so many words, but only bin tod at through the implication that the 
faderslgned might be able to arrange ''or continued contributions such as that 
of Beacon the preceding year.
